Good drivers know that the 
higher the speed ‘the -more dis- 
tance required to stop, according 
to :Chief -Harry Simmons. 

The question, Chief Simmons 
said today, is: Do you know how 
much distance is required to rec- 
ognize the need to stop, apply the 
brakes, and come to a full stop at 
any. given speed? And, more im- 
‘portant, do you always drive with: 
the full realization that you must 
be able to stop in an-emergency?. 

“We'd all be safer drivers’’, 
Chief Simmons said, “if we’d re- 
member three things: the driver 
has to see and recognize the need 
to stop before he can start stop- 
ping. After he does that, there’s 
a half second or more _ interval 
called ‘reaction time’ before he is 
actually doing the third thing, | 
putting on the’ brakes.

PINE SHOOT MOTH 
TO EMERGE 


Pine: shoot moth will begin to 


lemerge this week on the pine 


trees in Charlevoix -County.. -In- 
spection was made of several plan- 
'tations last week by William Love, 
extension -forester, and Ed Reb- 
man, county agr’l agent. ‘These 
inspections showed that the pine 
in the pupa 


form. This means that -within a 


lweek the insect should transform 


into the adult. 

If your plantation has a great 
deal of these pine shoot moths, 
they should be sprayed. If there 
are just a few on one or two trees 
you could skip it for. this year. 
The larva of the moth tunnelg in 
the terminals of the branches of 
‘the pine tree. This produces de- 
formed trees that are not much 
good for Christmas tree product- 
ion. The spray for the control of 
this insect is nicotine surfate and 
summer oil,

CHILDREN’S SUMMER | 
COLDS: NEED CARE> 


End of wintertime and begin- 
ning of summer does not neces- 
sarily mean that your’ -worries 
about children’s colds are over. 
Summer means runny noses for 
many children. 


Elizabeth Page, director of the 


Spartan Nursery School at Michi- 
gan State College, says that phy- 
sicians report that over 50 per- 


cent of illnesses in children are |. 


due to the common cold. They ad- 
vise that children who -have a 
nasal discharge should be kept 
from other children until it has 
cleared up. . Se hy ois 
Parents should expect to spend 
a great dealof time with a sick 
child to see that-he -gets rest. He 
should be kept interested in some- 
thing that will keep him quiet. 
Greater activities increase cold 
symptoms. 

Be careful not to blow 
nose too hard. Openings. to the 
ear lead to the nose.. You may 
blow infection into an ear. 
Allergies in which the nose 
drains are determined only. by. ob- 
servations over a period of. time. 
The average ‘person -has. three 
colds a year of one to two -week’s 
duration. Try to keep your child’s 
resistance high with adequate 
rest, food and happy activity, 
Multi-vitamin preparations and 
cad liver oil will assure you the 
needed vitamins A, C and D for 
children. oe 
Remember that if your child’s 
temperature is above and beyond 
the temperature of. an ordinary 
cold it is time to think of some- 
thing else. If the temperature 
doesn’t come down look for bac- 


terial infection. and call your 
physician, ; . :

The main points: (1) The United

The senator, however, did not

For the first time in seven years, 
the nation’s farmers will fail to 
harvest a billion-bushel wheat crop 
this year, the agriculture depart- 
ment has predicted.
